WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. , 


This is the between week in the canning industry, the 
sellers and a great many of the buyers being away from home 
in attendance at the meeting of the National Convention. A 
great many canners looked forward to this meeting to clear 
up the gloom in the tomato market for instance; for a means 
to be rid of low prices and the sacrificing of profits. They 
somehow hoped that the meeting would be able to devise 
some means that would end their troubles. It is not easy to 
see how they arrived at this conclusion, but it would probably 
be harder to find anything that could be taken as a satisfac- 
tory answer to their expectations or hopes. Such things can- 
not be done by any convention or by any action covering a 
week in deliberation. ‘Time alone can work this wonder, but 
the conditions can be and have been considerably assisted 
by the conference between the buyers and sellers that took 
place at this meeting. 

For instance, Mr. Hoffecker took occasion during the 
Wednesday morning session at Atlantic City, to shake the 
holders of tomatoes up and to show them what the real value 
of their goods is. In doing this, as the wholesale grocers or 
jobbers were present in quite good numbers, they learned 
something of the situation that will be shown in the near 
future. They saw that the supply of canned tomatoes from 
which they have to draw all supplies is much smaller than 
they supposed, hardly enough to serve the remaining months 
of the year before the next packing season. That this glimpse 
into recent conditions on the part of the jobbers will be reflected 
in the market later, would seem to go without saying, and it 
will be strange if the demonstration is not made in the favor of 
advancing prices. 

With the canners at the Convention, corn seems to be in 
so strong and steady a position that all packers of the article 
are thoroughly independent. ‘There is a danger in this condi- 
tion, which it is hoped all will heed. If it goes on as it is, 
somebody. is going to get his fingers bady burned next fall 
and winter. The great danger now, and which seems certain 
is the overpack of corn this coming season. It would be well 
to look at this now and not afterwards 

But the whole canned goods market is standing still this 
week and we imagine it is elsewhere from the number of 
buyers and brokers at the Conveniton. It will therefore be 
understood by our readers that prices are practically sus- 
pended until next week. 

There is nothing new to report and no changes to note.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to *‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, February 9. 

More Cold Weather.—The weather continues cold and 
lrard and we are having the longest and hardest unbroken 
period of cold weather had for many years. 

The ground hog came out of his hibernation on Febru- 
ary 2nd, as is his traditional custom, and seeing his shadow 
scurried back again, knowing that much more cold weather 
was to be expected before spring actually appeared, and 
by all the honorable and ancient inhabitants the ground hog 
tradition is deemed more reliable than the U. S. weather 
bureau. 

A Quiet Week.—Business this week in canned goods is 
uneventful and likely to continue so during the week, as the 
annual convention of the National Canners’ Association at 
Atlantic City, N. J., which opens February 7th, has attracted 
many of our brokers and some of our buyers, and their ab- 
sence from the market essentially causes a lack of normal 
activity. oe 

The distance and the inclemency of the weather: has 
prevented many of those who attended last year from going. 

It is probably the case that no other time of the year 
would be so convenient for canned goods packers to attend 
their convention than this, as but few canneries are in opera- 
tion, but it would seem that their meetings should be com- 
promised as to location and not carried to the seashore 
either east or west, for the expense and time should be con- 
sidered from all parts of the country. Then the sea has no 
attraction at this time of the year, and is not even so com- 
fortable in some respects as interior cities which have good 
hotel facilities. 

Canned Corn.—The Chicago market has advanced and 
is strong at 70c. i. 0. b. cars Chicago for a fair quality of 
standard canned corn. I note a sale of a block of 2,000 cases 
at that price this week between jobbers. Packers, however, 
are holding hard for 70c. f. o. b. cannery or 72M%c. f. 0. b. 
Chicago and are evincing great confidence in the future of 
the market. 

Corn in No. 10 or gallon cans, both cut and on the cob, 
is entirely out of jobbers’ hands except some small lots under 
private labels and Maine corn is very scarce. Burnham 
& Morrill Co.’s Paris brand of canned corn is being brought 


in from Cincinnati, Detroit and other cities, costing about 
$1.15 f. 0. b. Chicago. There is a strong demand for stand- 
ard corn and all offerings at less than 70c. Chicago are eagerly 
snapped up. 

Future Canned Corn.—lllinois packers have named 674c. 
cannery and Iowa packers have named 65c, cannery. 

Sales, however, have been made by both Illinois and 
Iowa canners at 2'4c. per dozen below the price mentioned. 

Wisconsin, which by the way is becoming quite an im- 
portant corn-canning state, has sold pretty freely at 65c. 
delivered at Chicago for Standard and is still offering a little 
at that price. 

One northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin packer is 
said to have sold several big blocks of standard corn at a price 
equivalent to 60c. delivered at Chicago. 

Canned Apples.—The market has taken an upward turn 
on No. 10 apples and sales of Michigan packed have been made 
recently at $2.40 Chicago. 

New York apples are not being offered and the pack 
must have been sold up pretty closely in advance. Bakers 
are using more canned apples than usual this season and have 
been using them all during the winter. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is a general complaint among 
buyers in relation to the prevalence of sweels, springs and 
leaks in the Eastern packed tomatoes received here this 
season. Many of the lots run as high as 3 per cent. when 
examined for sweels, leaks and springs, and a few have run 
as high as 5 per cent. 

Many of the lots show traces of careless and hasty han- 
dling, as they have the smears and stains from processing 
on them, no time having been taken to wash the cans before 
labeling and shipping them. ‘This shows that during the 
“slut” of tomatoes in certain localities much hasty and care- 
less work was done. But little interest is evinced in the 
market at present for spot goods, but I understand that quite 
a quantity of future standard No, 3 tomatoes have been sold 
to Chicago jobbers at 65c. f. o. b. Maryland points, 1910 pack. 


Stocks are ample here at present and are moving out but 
slowly. 


Canned Salmon.—There is a positive dearth of all desira- 
ble offerings of canned salmon in this market at present, and 
the market price is therefore nominal in all grades and kinds 
except pink salmon. Even this latter grade shows some indi- 
cations of movement and of a prospective advance. 

Early in the Field.—I understand that the fight for future 
orders for canned goods has begun early and that several 
of the large canneries of Michigan, Wisconsin, New York, 
Illinois and California have put specialty men in the field in 
Chicago and are gathering in the orders.

Frozen Canned Goods. 


A high authority says: ‘‘At this season of the year we 
occasionally have complaints that canned goods are frozen on 
arrival at delivery points and that many of the cams are appar- 
ently ‘swelled.’ When canned goods are frozen solid the cans 
will bulge at the ends. If they are thawed at a moderate tem- 
perature, not in a very warm place, they will go back to their 
former condition. Practically the only trouble caused by freez- 
ing canned goods is too quick thawing; this causes moisture to 
collect on the cans, sometimes rusting both labels and cans. 
The best way to handle frozen goods is to put them in some cool 
place at a temperature between 35 and go. Let them gradually 
thaw out, and when thawed, go over the tins with a cloth and 
wipe off any moisture that may have accumulated. The edible 
quality of the contents of the caus is not injured by freezing.’’

NEW YORK, February 9. 
Unquestionably business since the opening of the year 
has taken on a decidedly better feeling and sales of substan- 
tially all varieties, particularly those which are considered 
leaders, have increased sufficiently to create a firmer position 
and to cause holders to undertake to maintain their rates, 
regardless of the pressure brought to bear upon them to re- 
duce quotations. The fact that increased firmness does pre- 
vail and that buyers are no longer able to obtain such im- 
portant concessions should be enough to encourage holders 
to remain firm in their views, and refuse to accept any- 
thing but full range of values. While the actual advance 
has not been important, the increased difficulty of securing 
concessions is, perhaps, evidence enough of the progress which 
has been made in certain directions. It would seem, from 
what can be gathered, that the rage for increased prices has, 
to some extent at least, affected the canned goods trade, though 
those most conversant with the business declare that it has 
not caused so much advance as it has in some other lines. 
The consequence is, perhaps, that dealers will shortly dis- 
cover how to make the most of their business, if they have 
not done so already. The advance in prices upon some varie- 
ties and the greater firmness noted upon all varieties con- 
tribute to the general improvement which has been looked 
upon as essential. 
Tomatoes.—The advance in prices of tomatoes began 
early, but it was none the less welcome for that, and most 


holders will feel pleased to think that they are enabled by 
this to obtain some advantage from the advance. Under 
other circumstances they might have sold the bulk of their 
stock before the advance occurred. Now practically all hold- 
ers will share in the benefit. The trade has not been buying 
heavily in any one direction, but all have been buying some, 
and they have not objected to paying the advanced quota- 
tions which most holders believed was necessary. The buy- 
ing seems to be more general all over the country than it 
was. For a time the principal orders came from the West 
and the Middle West, but now they come from all direc- 
tions and there is increased inquiry also which promises in- 
creased orders later. A feeling seems to have developed 
that the supply of full standard 3s is not over large, and 
that it is best to obtain what is required now before a 
further advance adds to the burdens of the purchaser. The 
effect is to largely expand business in all directions, and 
to assist holders in maintaining a solid front against the re- 
peated requests for reduced quotations. Full standard 3s 
are not over numerous, though perhaps it will be discovered 
that there are sufficient for substantially all demands. Con- 
ditions are unchanged upon other sizes and grades and the 
tendency of prices is upward just the same. Prices for full 
standard 3s range from 65c. up to 70c., depending upon the 
brand and buyer and seller. A little business has been done 
in futures at 65c. regular terms f. o. b. factory, but the quan- 
tity was small. 

Corn.—Not much change has occurred in the market, 
but as stocks are pretty well cleaned up there is a feeling 
that perhaps prices will advance shortly. The supply is 
looked upon as relatively small, particularly in the better 
grades, while there is little disposition to purchase exten- 


sively of the others. The fact that holders are convinced 
that a larger demand will bring about increased prices is

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looked upon as a possibility of better things ahead for the 
holder. Not much has been done in futures, though a little 
inquiry offers convincing proof that the future sale of corn 
is not entirely forgotten. 

Peas.—No change is the report in this market, though 
some dealers say inquiry has increased of late and they 
anticipate larger orders in the near future. It is pointed out 
that supplies of some grades must be low and this will have 
a tendency to cause higher value. Futures have been dis- 
cussed, but that is about all it has amounted to. Holders 
have not made extensive offerings. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Not much activity is discovered, though 
here and there a fair sale is made. Prices range around 
former quotations, with 70c. the general figure given for full 
standards. This is a decline of 5c, as compared with two 
weeks ago. 

Okra and Tomatoes.—The market is unchanged, though 
increased inquiry indicates a possibility of enlarged move- 
ment. There is a firmer feeling. also, which has resulted in 
an advance of 242c. in some quarters, though other holders 
have not made any actual increase. No. 2s are now quoted 
at 674c., while No. 3s are held at 90c. 

Fruits.—Nothing new has developed in fruits beyond the 
general statement that business has developed a bit in some 
lines and that trade is better in those grades most wanted. 
This is, however, apparently limited to only the best quali- 
ties. California fruits are unchanged, with holders demand- 
ing full outside prices for their product. The feeling in the 
trade is that there shall be an increase later. It is difficult 
to obtain full assortments of some lines. though others are 
unquestionably more active in a small wav. Some move- 
ment is largely of a retail character and is apparently only 
for the purpose of supplying customers or of satisfying de- 
mand for lots to fill broken stocks. Southern fruits are in 
much the same position, with business confined to actual 
requirements. 

Salmon.—The demand has increased and holders have 
disposed to advance prices proportionately. The conditions 
which govern the market have not changed. In fact, it is 
impossible for them to change. The market is short of sup- 
plies of the most wanted sorts and no manner of persuasion 
will coax any larger quantities from their hiding places. The 
truth is these supposed quantites do not exist. The conse- 
quence is that sales are made at full outside range in all 
circumstances. Red Alaska is held firmly up to $1.50 and 
perhaps in the case of small orders the demand for a higher 
price would not be refused. Other varieties are the same 
as hitherto reported, with movement limited to only such 


lots as are absolutely necessary to maintain the proper rela- 
tions of trade. 
Sardines.—The market remains unchanged, with move- 
ment light and sale confined to the actual requirements of 
purchasers in substantially all instances. Most dealers’ are 
sufficiently well stocked for present requirements and sales 
are made accordingly. The holders of quarter-oils and three- 
quarter mustards are believed to be substantially sufficient 
to carry dealers through to next season without danger of 
important shortage, a condition which has its desirable fea- 
tures, though increased activity would be more welcome.

California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cau., February 5, 1910. 


Now that stocks of California canned fruits and vegetables 
are at low ebb, as far as the holdings of packing interests are 
concerned, the attention of the canners is being turned to making 
preparations for the pack of the coming season, and already the 
price question is receiving attention at the hands of some. The 
California Fruit Canners’ Association is prepared to issue its 
prices on the 1910 pack of peas, and these will be announced 
within the course of the present week. This firm is holding but 
a small portion of last season’s pack, and is quoting prices only 
on No. 2 Extra Fine Sifted, Extra Sifted, Sifted and Standards. 
No. 8's are to be had. The pack of peas in California will prob- 
ably be increased this season as an increased acreage is being 
put in. Eastern canned peas have been sold in the market at lower 
prices than the local product, but since the opening of the year 
there has been a stiffening of prices on this canned vegetable. 

In regard to the matter of opening prices on both vegetables 
and fruits there seems to be a wide difference of opinion among 
Coast interests. There are those in the canning trade who are 
in favor of a material raise in prices while others express the 
opinion that a slight raise only would be the proper move, arguing 
that canners should keep the price down as low as possible and 
secure their profits upon the increased consumption that would 
result rather than upon a normal sized pack. There is no doubt 
but that the high prices named a couple of seasons ago were too 
high for the best interests of the industry and the effects imme- 
diately appeared in a curtailment of the demand with resultant 


losses to retailers, jobbers, and packers. Conditions have be- 
come largely normal again, the holdover packs have become ab- 
sorbed, and a larger demand than ever has been created. At 
present prices both jobbers and retailers are willing to stock 
up early in the season and to anticipate future wants, but with 
prices much higher than those now in effect Coast interests will 
be called upon again to carry the bulk of the pack. That higher 
prices in some lines are warranted is acceded, for some of the 
prices named last spring but little more than covered the cost 
of production, but a return to the high rate of a couple of years 
ago would be an unwelcome move. 

Stocks of California canned tomatoes are now getting down 
to a low level with the principal buying season still ahead. There 
have been some reservation of stock made for the Alaskan trade, 
but the mining and lumbering districts have ordered but lightly 
and it is known that operations here will be very heavy this spring. 
In spite of the fact that Eastern packed goods are now selling at 
higher rates the California product is still selling for the old 
prices—8oc. and $2.30. Some small lots have been offered at 
774c., but these are limited. In the Haywards district prepara- 
tions are being made for putting in an increased acreage this year, 
the splendid condition of the market at the present time warrant- 
ing an increased pack next season. 

There is but little to be had here now in the line of canned 
asparagus, and in 2!%4’s only Mammoth White, Mammoth Green, 
and Large Green can be had. Some soup tips, in No. 3 cans, are 
still to be had from first hands at $1.40. Green asparagus is now 
to be found in the vegetable markets, and the local demand for the 
canned article will suffer a falling off, 

Joseph Durney, president of the Griffith-Durney Co., has 
just returned from a trip to the Columbia River and Puget 
Sound district, and while there looked into the spot salmon situa- 
tion very thoroughly. He repeats his previous advice, that there 
is now nothing to be had in the shape of canned salmon on the

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Coast except Sockeye flats and Pink and Chum talls. He believes 
that his company is in control of seventy-five per cent. of the 
Chum talls. He states that Sockeye flats can be secured for $1.60. 
but that for assorted carload lots containing but a minimum 
quantity of talls, the best that can be done is Sockeye talls, $1.50; 
Sockeye flats, $1.65 and Sockeye halves, $1.05. Mr. Durney is 
of the opinion that there are not more than 100,p09,cases of Pinks 
and Chums now in first hands, and expresses the opinion that 
China, Japan, the Philippines and Singapore will take care of all 
of this, and more if it could be secured. Advices are expected 
daily telling of the arrival of the San Mateo in Charleston with 
a cargo of canned salmon, and this firm is offering its “Elliott 
Bay” brand of Chums at 72%c., f. o. b. Charleston. 

The Central California Canneries Company has decided to 
make an addition to its cannery at San Lorenzo, and a new 
building 60 feet by 600 feet has been erected to house the new 
equipment. The canning of asparagus is expected to be a feature 
of the coming season’s operations. Other canneries in this district 
are also enlarging and improving their plants, and preparations 
are being made for the greatest season ever experienced if crop 
conditions are satisfactory. 

A number of improvements are to be made this spring at the 
plant of the Napa Canning Company at Napa, Cal., according to 
Joseph E. Hill, of the California Canneries Company, which con- 
trols this plant, and a large pack is expected to be put up there. 
Mr. Spira Vuscovich has cabled from Europe that he will return 
from his trip within a short time, and he will take charge of the 
plant of the Napa Canning Company. 

The Pacific Fish Company, of Monterey, announces that it 
has disposed of its entire pack of Del Monte, California, sardines, 
reserving only sufficient to meet the demands of the California 


market. This cannery has ceased operations at Monterey for the 
season, but the Monterey Packing Company is prepared to put up 
fish at any time a run appears in the bay. 


A large fruit cannery is being planned for Bandon, Ore. An 
interested party is J. B. Wheeler of that place. ' 

The Maywood Packing Company at Willows, Cal., is very 
busy putting up olive oil in cans and in making shipments. 

Leon Gordon, treasurer of the Pacific Canning and Explora- 
tion Company, which recently secured a valuable fishing conces- 
sion from the Mexican Government embracing the States of 
Sinaloa and Tepic, has just returned to San Francisco, and his 
father, Eli Gordon, secretary of the company has left for the 
Southern grounds. It is the intention of this concern to establish 
fully a half dozen canning plants along the coast covered by 
its concession, and work will be commenced at once on one to be 
located at Altata. It is intended to pack crabs, shrimps, lobsters, 
oysters and fish of various kinds. The product will be marketed 
through the Pacific Coast Oyster Company with headquarters at 
San Francisco. BERKELEY.

FOR GLORY FOR THE PUBLICITY BUREAU. 


The Bureau of Publicity has just finished an investigation 
of the death of Mrs. Ida Esterday, which occurred at Marion, 
Indiana, and desires to make the same public. 

A number of canners called our attention to the publica- 
tions regarding this death, which appeared in different forms 
in the newspapers. The following is taken from the Marion 
Leader.” 


“PTOMAINE POISONING ENDS WOMAN’S LIFE.” 


Mrs. Ida Esterday, of North Marion, taken ill after 
eating canned tomatoes and all efforts made to save her 
life unavailing. 


Ptomaine Poisoning, which came as a result of partaking freely 
of a can of tomatoes, caused the death of Mrs. Ida Esterday, at her 
home, 920 North Washington street, shortly before 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. Death came to relieve the patient after twenty-four 
hours of terrible suffering. Medical attention which was summoned 
proved unavailing and although every known effort was employed, 
the life of the woman could not be saved. 


TOMATOES EATEN FRIDAY. 


The can of tomatoes, which is believed to have caused the death 
of Mrs. Esterday, was purchased Friday morning and served at the 
family table during the breakfast hour. The tomatoes had been 
canned and seasoned and all that was required in serving was that 
the tomatoes be heated. Mrs. Esterday and her family, consisting 
of a husband and two small children, partook freely of the food, al- 
though it is said the housewife relished the tomatoes more than 
the others and consequently ate more freely. 


BECAME ILL AT ONCE. 


Immediately after leaving the breakfast table, Mrs. Esterday 
became violently ill. She was seized with severe pains in the stomach 
and her family immediately became alarmed. In a few moments she 
began vomiting and when she could get no relief Dr. D. A. Wil- 
liams was summoned. He hurried to ‘the residence and found Mrs. 
Esterday in a critical condition. The conditions were such that the 
use of the stomach pump was unnecessary as the contents of the 
stomach were being expelled by the constant purging of the pa- 
tient. Large quantities of water were given the woman, and it is 
believed the stomach was thoroughly cleansed. 


SUFFERED GREAT PAIN. 
Death came to relieve the suffering of Mrs. Esterday at 10 
o'clock Saturday, after she had made a hard but unsuccessful bat- 


tle for life against overwnelming odds. The poison which was con- 
tained in the can of tomatoes had permeated the entire system and 
although the stomach had been relieved, the poison slowly took 
effect, and the patient succumbed. Mrs. Esterday suffered untold 
agony for twenty-four hours and she was surrounded by friends and 
loved ones when the end came. 

FUNERAL MONDAY. 

Mrs. Esterday is survived by a husband, who is employed in 
North ‘Marion, and two sons, the oldest being two years of age 
and the younger one but three months. The funeral will take place 
Monday morning at the residence, followed by interment in Maple 
Grove Cemetery. 


We immediately wrote to a nearby firm friendly to the industry 
and learned, but unfortunately through confidential sources, that the 
death was probably suicide. The name of Dr. G. R. Daniels was 
given us and we addressed him a letter stating that we understood 
he could give us information in regard to the death of Mrs. Ester- 
day. Our letter continued: “We would like, if possible, to get an 
official certificate as to the cause of her death, which you say was 
certified to by Dr. D. A. Williams as being arsenical poisoning 
(Paris Green). If there is any expense connected with this cer- 
tificate, this office will be glad to bear the same. Thanking you in 
advance for the courtesy of a reply. we beg to remain, 

“Yours very truly,

“Secretary.” 

This letter went unanswered when we sent a second letter to 
Dr. Daniels and also one to Dr. D. A. Williams, whose name had 
also been supplied us. Not receiving a prompt response, we wired 
our Mr. Harris at Dayton, Ohio, as follows: 

“Go to Marion, Indiana, investigate death of Mrs. 
Ida E sterday. Get certificate of coroner and any other 
sworn facts.” 

However, before Mr. Harris had an opportunity we received 
the following letter from Dr. Williams: “Enclosed find copy of 
death record in the case of death of Mrs. Ida May Esterday. Cause 
of death was Paris Green (Arsenite of Copper), self-administered, 
and not from eating canned tomatoes, as reported in our local 
papers; that report was just a rumor. | pay the Health Officer 
$1.50 for certifying enclosed report and charge $1.50 for my services, 
total $3.00. Respectfully yours, D. A. Williams, M. D.” 

With the letter of Dr. Williams was the enclosed certilied copy 
of death record.

This office is in receipt of a letter from the Marion “Daily 
Leader,” saying that they had promptly made denial of the story and 
published the true facts, which are given as follows: “Mrs. Ida 
Esterday was taken suddenly and seriously ill. She remained sick 
for about two or three days, then died. When first taken sick she 
told the doctor who was called, and her relatives, that she ate 
canned tomatoes, which she purchased at a grocery store, and it 
was generally believed that she was ill of ptomaine poisoning. All 
the papers in Marion used her story as the cause of her illness. 
Just before she died she confessed to her husband and others, that 
canned tomatoes had no connection whatever with the case, but 
that she had taken rough on rats with suicidal intent. This latter 
story was printed, and given a greater publicity than the first re- 
port that she made. Her death followed, and rough on rats was 
given as the cause. Canned tomatoes did not play any part in her 
death, although it was shown that she had purchased some, ‘and 
ate same. 

This office has written to the Marion “Daily Leader” for clip- 
pings confirming the statement that the denial had received even 
“greater publicity” than the original report. 


FROM NATIONAL CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


We give herewith copy of our correspondence with F. A.

We don’t wish you to think that we 
are criticising your method of conducting your own business, but we 
feel that as fair-minded business men you do not desire to build up 
a trade for your output at the expense of other legitimate industries, 
especially if the statements that you make are incorrect. 

The objectionable matter in your advertisement is the statement 
that ptomaine poison is caused from putrefaction taking place in 
nearly all canned goods. This office has recently consulted some 
learned chemists and they assure us that such is not the case. The 
scare over ptomaine poison is, we understand, being much magni- 
fied because of certain interests which are opposing the enforcements 
of the Pure Food Law because it prohibits the use of preservatives. 
We presume that you have no part in this controversy, and there- 
fore, do not care, even disinterestedly, to aid a campaign which the 
majority of the people of this country are not in sympathy with. 

The canning interests of this country represent two thousand 
factories and thousands and thousands of employes. They are an- 
tagonizing no other business, nor do they care to be attacked in any 
such way as set forth in the advertisement referred to. 

We presume that you do not mean this advertisement to be so 
understood, but that is the way it would appear to any ordinary 
reader. We, therefore, ask you to please consider this matter care- 
fully before placing orders for further advertising reading in a simi- 
lar manner. 

We feel sure that you will do what is right in this matter, and 
will be very glad to have a letter assuring us that our surmise is

AMERICAN HEALTH LEAGUE

Bree, Jr., Secretary of the American Health League in Ohio,

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In the campaign we have been waging against the vicious in- 
terpretation of the Pure Food and Drugs Act, whereby the objects 
of its original promoters and the Congress that enacted it are 
gradually being lost sight of, I have been very earnest to differen- 
tiaté between those foods that are antiseptically “kept” and those 
preserved scientifically by sterilization. 

My activity has largely been centered in the various State Medi- 
cal Associations, which have gone strongly on record at each State 
meeting since the action taken by the American Medical Associa- 
tion at its Atlantic City meeting last year. I have been greatly as- 
sisted in this work by the influence and co-operation of Dr. Chas. 
A. L. Reed of my own city of Cincinnati, who is one of the authors 
of the Pure Food Law and its ardent supporter. 

1 am now in New York to attend the annual meeting of the 
New York State Medical Society, which convenes at Albany on Mon- 


day. This is the largest and most influential of the State Societies and 
will, of course, stand firm against antiseptic food preservatives. But 
as an evidence of my interest in your righteous campaign I have se- 
cured a plain statement of the facts in a report, and the New York 
Society will go on record as follows: 


The first epoch-making discovery which the immor- 
tal Pasteur gave to the world was that organic substances 
which had been subjected to heat, and which were ren- 
dered impervious to air, never underwent fermentation, 
and would keep permanently so far as any changes due 
to the fermentation processes was concerned. It was 
the first link in his chain of argument against spontane- 
ous generation. That truth has never been controverted, 
and never can be. Upon its principle the canning indus- 
try was based. * * * The increasing cost of food sup- 
plies, and the increasing difficulty of securing domestic 
service, from both of which evils there is no apparent 
relief, make it more and more important that we should 
be able to depend with confidence on the commercial 
food kitchens of the country. * * * It is the duty of the 
government to make universally true the statement that 
all canned goods are safe. 


This protection of the reputable canning industry has been one 
of my chief contentions before the medical profession, and after all, 
the doctor is the last court of appeal on such matters. He is closer 
to the people than any other man, and it is he who will eventually 
bring about this “confidence in commercial food kitchens,” by his 
unflinching stand for the right. I should be glad to let you have 
the full text of the above report as soon as it becomes public.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


They are making history at Atlantic City this week, and the 
report of the work being done there now will make very interest- 
ing reading. 


They cleared away every possible obstacle that might have 
bobbed up to interfere with a long and earnest talk on matters 
that are most important; and they are now having that talk— 
among themselves. 


It may not seem entirely fair to those who journey to the 
sea to help along this good cause, that those who stay at home 
can secure all the benefits of their work by reading the report 
of the meetings in this paper; and yet, we know those who are 
now at Atlantic City will not complain because of this, and cer- 
tainly there will be no fault found on the part of our readers 
because we give them this report while it is red hot. 


We may be pardoned for here calling attention to a con- 
dition that many may not realize. And that is that the canners 
have their conventions better reported than any other line of 
industry. Let us explain this bold statement a little. 


Since the very beginning of these conventions THE TRADE 
has made a practice of reporting every word and action taken at 
every meeting. First this was done in the week of the conven- 
tion, but as these meetings grew in size the task became too 
large for such a thing, and we put off until the following week 
the report of the meetings. But the fact remains that the full, 
verbatim report of all proceedings is given our readers every 
year, and never more than one week after the close of the meeting. 


We do not believe that an equal condition can be found in 
any other line of industry. In other lines the trades papers 
representing them give the prominent addresses and important 
resolutions and happenings at their meetings, but not every dis- 
cussion and debate as we do. There are other lines of industry, 
other conventions, that are officially reported by the Association 
itself, but such reports do not become public until months after 
the meetings have passed into history. 


Because of this condition in the canning industry it is pos- 
sible for a canner to sit at home, and by reading the reports 
of the meetings gain the benefits from all discussions and matters 
that have come before the meeting; and in reading them at his 
ease, possibly gain more from them than he would if he had been 
in attendance, because of the difficulty of hearing all that is said. 


We do not endorse this latter condition, and certainly do 
not wish to encourage it; but nevertheless it is true. 


Now why does Tue. TRADE make such an expensive—for it 
is very expensive—and thorough report of all these meetings? A 
word will explain. 

When the first associations were formed there were very few 
members present at the meetings, and not a great deal done. 
But- what was done was important, and is bearing fruit today. 
One of the prime movers in the formation of all these associa- 
tions was our late Mr. E. S. Judge, and it is also true that he was 
Secretary of the first National Association, and as such had to 
make a full report of the meetings. In order to give these meet- 
ings the widest possible range, these reports were published in 
Tuer TrapeE so that all canners could read them and profit by 
them. And the practice once begun was so well thought of and 
so much appreciated by our readers that it has never been dis- 
continued. 


Reverting to what we said in the beginning of these 
remarks—all obstacles to a continuous flow of talk have been 
removed in this meeting, it is just possible that there may be so 
much of this “flow” that all of it cannot be crowded into one 
single issue; but we hope not. We expect to give you the full 
report of the present meeting at Atlantic City in next week’s 
issue. 


There will be a number of competitive papers submitted in 
the prize contest on how best to promote the consumption of 
canned goods, all of which cannot possibly be given in the Con- 
vention issue of February 18, 1910. But we promise you enough 
and plenty in the reading line to keep you up at nights for a con- 
siderable while. 


This issue will be one that every canner in the business 
should have and read carefully; that he should preserve for 
future reference, for it will contain matters that will affect your 
business during the coming year.

Death came after a protracted illness due to 
paralysis and Bright’s disease. Mr. Platt was in his seventy-first 
year.

The development of Bright's disease 
made his condition serious and finally resulted in his death. He is 
survived by but one son, Mr. James B. Platt. 

Mr. Platt was born in the State of Ohio in the year 1839, but 
came to Baltimore when his parents moved here in 1864 and to- 
gether with his father, the late Mr. L. B. Platt, established the 
canning firm of Platt & Co., which is today one of Baltimore’s 
well-known canning companies. Mr. Platt also branched out into 
other lines of enterprise, and until his late illness served as the 
vice-president of the Maryland National Bank and vice-president 
of the Hopkins Place Savings Bank. 

The funeral services were conducted Iriday afternoon at 3 
o'clock at the apartment of the deceased.

ATTACKS CANNERY CONDITIONS. 


The last meetings of the National Child Labor Committee’s 
sixth annual conference were held in Boston January 15, with 
a discussion of legislation, home industries and street trades, 
and the use of child labor in canneries and the farming in- 
dustry. 

Criticism of child labor in New England, which has been 
a feature of the meetings, continued, and severe arraignment 
of the conditions in ‘the canning factories was the feature of 
the closing session. ‘The discussion was led by Miss Pauline 
Goldmark, of New York, who said the conning industry was 
growing tremendously, and that many foreigners are employed 
who bring their children into the work. Children are em- 
ployed in the canning shed in greater numbers, and in New 
York, the speaker said, the conditions are appalling. Children 
lack care, have poor food and are much exposed. Conditions 
are no better in Pennsylvania and Maryland, she asserted. 

Dr. A. J. McKelway, of Atlanta, said that in the oyster 
canning industry in Florida and Maryland conditions were 
as bad as in New York. 

Former Governor Curtis Guild, Jr., presented five bills pro- 
viding what he considered constructive legislation. He will 
submit these bills to the Legislature.

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SPECIAL MEETING OF THE CANNED GOODS EX- 
CHANGE. 


The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore held a special 
meeting on Wednesday, the 2nd inst., at two o’clock in the 
afternoon, at which meeting the Child Labor Law of the State 
of Maryland was thoroughly discussed. 

This matter has been brought up before and it has been 
attempted to pass some final opinion, but nothing has been 
accomplished in the past. It was found out at this meeting 
that, while the law has been very lenient with the canners 
of Baltimore City and also the country packers to some ex- 
tent, it is proposed by the authorities that the provisions of 
this Child Labor Law be strictly enforced from now on. 
Heretofore the canners have been allowed to employ chil- 
dren under 12 years of age from the Ist of June to the 15th 
of October. Three amendments to this ruling were submitted 
for approval, and the first amendment is to the effect that 
no children under 12 years of age shall be employed at any 
time of the vear in any part of the State. This, of course, 
includes Baltimore City. 

Much argument was heard from the country packers’ 
standpoint, in which it was recommended that children be 
permitted to work in the country canning houses, and it 
was stated by Mr. Robinson, of Belair, that this employ- 
ment actually provided recreation for the children, on ac- 
count of the fresh air secured and the opportunity offered 
for enjoying country life during the hot summer months. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. H. S. Orem acknowledged 
himself to be a subscriber to the Fresh Air Fund of Balti- 


more City, he proclaimed himself not in favor of Mr, Robin- 
son’s view or opinion. This brought on a smile and our 
readers will not be surprised to learn that Mr. Orem was 
upheld, and considerable doubt as to the amount of fresh 
air a child working in’a cannery would enjoy was evident. 
It was the opinion of the majority present that both the 
child and the canner would be considerably better off if chil- 
dren under 12 years were not permitted to enter any cannery 
in any section of the State. They do more harm than good. 

It was finally decided and passed on by vote that the best 
way to secure the favorable opinion of the consuming public 
for canned goods generally, to place the Exchange in a 
favorable light with all concerned, for the protection of the 
city and country canners, was to recommend the adoption 
of the first amendment and thus place all the canners on 
an equal footing, give the child an opportunity to go to school 
and make “everybody happy.” Mr. Orem made the move 
to the above effect and Mr. Strasbaugh seconded the motion, 
and it was carried with only one member opposing. 

Mr. Gibbs, the president of the Exchange, here called 
the attention of the members to the fact that Mr. Haman 
had been invited to say a word to the Exchange in reference 
to the Oyster Law, and after acknowledging the applause 
and greetings Mr. Haman made a very instructive talk. Mr. 
Haman and Mr. Phillips, of the Exchange, had had a talk 
the day previous in which Mr. Phillips explained that he 
believd a cent a bushel added to the price of ovsters to the 
consumer ultimately, for the purpose of establishing a fund 
for reshelling the oyster beds, was practicable. Mr. Haman 
stated he thought it a good idea.

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Three amendments to the present law were read and the 
object of each amendment was as follows: First, to make 
the oyster beds more profitable; second, to permit the taking 
of oysters by steam or gasoline power; third, that the period 
of $1 rentals be extended to 1916 instead of to 1910, as at 
present provided. Mr. Haman said the reshelling of about 
350,000 acres of oyster beds that are not now in bearing 
would mean that four times as many oysters would be 
available, and that the Maryland oyster trade would be very 
much benefited. It was pointed out that 20 years ago firms 
in Baltimore who then handled 20,000 bushels a day handle 
only about 1,000 now. 

Mr. Phillips made an excellent talk on the subject, and, 
as he is chatrman of the Legislative Committee, it was de- 
cided by the Exchange that a special committee be appointed 
to take up the matter with the lawmakers.

To the Editor of “The Grocers’ Gazette,” London, Eng. 


Sir—I have been much interested in the articles appearing 
under the above heading in the last two issues of The Grocers’ 
Gazette, and am led to ask if there is no organized body or 


society representing the packers and merchants whose duty it is to 
watch over the interest of canned goods and the distributors of 
the same. In spite of all the improvements which have been 
effected during recent years in the packing of the various articles 
of food put up in tins, I find that there is an immense (and, I am 
afraid, increasing) amount of distrust existing among the public. 

While this fact is to be greatly lamented, inasmuch as it is 
within my own knowledge considerably interfering with my trade, 
and probably every retailer is in the same predicament, I must 
admit that I am not surprised. I have frequently picked up my 
newspaper and found derogatory statements relating to canned 
goods, and their evil effects, but rarely if ever is any contradiction 
or correction made. You speak in your issue of the 15th inst. 
of a “conspiracy of silence,” and although this sounds harsh I do 
not think you have been too severe. 

I enclose for the information of your readers a cutting taken 
from the current issue of a well-known “home” weekly, and I 
should like to ask if this is likely to promote the sale of tinned 
goods? Surely the packers, merchants and wholesale houses will 
see the advisability, in their own interests as well as of their cus- 
tomers’, of bestirring themselves and putting a stop to the deroga- 
tory statements which are so frequently circulated.

1. ‘Tinned meats, fish, or fowl should never be given to chil- 
dren, unless on rare occasions, such as an emergency when nothing 
else can be had.

_. 2, Because tinned foods of this kind are, in the process of 
preserving, much over-cooked and this makes them more indi- 
gestible and less nutritious than fresh, unpreserved foods, and 
therefore quite unsuitable for children. 

3. Children, because they are fast growing and developing 
—which grown people are not—need more nutritious food than 
adults. 

4. When children art badly fed, or underfed, the result to 
them is much more serious than the result of bad feeding, or 
underfeeding is to those whose growth and development is com- 
pleted. 

5. Condiments, such as cayenne pepper, mustard, etc., are 
very unfit for children, and the frequent use of them is said 
in some cases to lead later on to 4 craving for alcoholic stimulants. 

6. Children’s nerves are more unstable than those of grown 
people—therefore nerve stimulants, such as tea and coffee, are 
very likely to prove injurious to them. 


Dehydrated Vegetables. 


The dehydrated products are a comparatively new develop- 
ment in preserving vegetables and fruit, the process consisting of 
extracting the water only, thus preserving the essential oils, flavors 
and colors of the fresh fruit or vegetable. An idea of the conden- 
sation of food values obtained by the dehydrating process can be 
had by stating that a ten-pound tin of spinach will produce 190 
pounds of cooked spinach; ten pounds of dehydrated cabbage 
becomes 180 pounds in the boiled state, while one and a half 
ounces of vegetable soup greens is sufficient for ten plates of 
soup. 

It is stated that the vegetables and berries thus treated cannot 
be distinguished from the fresh products when prepared for the 
table. 

The process is owned by the American Dehydrating Co., of 
Waukesha, Wis.—Verchants Review.

98 per cent of shipment to comply with 
stipulations. 5 per cent of shipment considered fair 
average for testing. 

No. 3 Standard—Gross wt. 37 0z. and 19 oz. of average ripe 
tomatoes; not necessarily all red. 
No. 3 Extra Standard—Gross wt. 38 oz. and 20 oz. of well. 
selected, ripe tomatoes. 
No. 3 Fancy—Gross wt. 38 oz. and 20 oz. of hand-packed, whole, 
ripe tomatoes. 


‘No. 2 Standard-—Gross wt. 23 oz. and 12 oz. average ripe toma- 


. toes; not necessarily all red. 
No. 10 Standard—Gross wt. 118 oz. and 64 0z. average ripe 
tomatoes; not necessarily all red. 
*Tri-State has only the Standard, no Fancy or Extra. 


CORN Standards, as adopted by Ohio Canners’ Asso. 
Fancy—Cans to be well filled; minimum gross wt. 23 0z.; abso- 
lutely young and tender stock; natural color; medium, 
moist and practically free from silk, cob and husk. 
Standard—Cans weil filled; minimum wt. 23 0z. gross; stock 
reasonably tender; free from hard particles; natural 
color. 
Indiana has only the Standard, no Fancy; and says ‘‘packed 
medium moist’’ instead of ‘‘free from hard particles.’’ 


PEA Standards, as adopted by Ohio Canners’ 

Indiana ‘‘ 

Fancy—Well filled cans; peas covered with clear liquor; uniform 

size, good flavor and absolutely tender. . 
peas covered with clear 
liquor; uniform size; good appearance; reason- 
ably tender. 

Standard—Cans fairly well filled; peas may be slightly hard; 
fair liquor, may be slightly cloudy, but not thick; 
size fairly uniform.

No. 3 Standard—Minimum gross wt. 36 oz. and 31 oz. medium 
solid packed pumpkin; not over 1 inch from 
top of can. 

No. 3 Extra—Same as above, except 34-inch from top of can; 

solid pack. 


LYE HOMINY Standards, as adopted by Indiana Canners’ Asso. 
No. 3 Standard—Minimum gross wt. 39 oz. and 18 oz. hominy 
after draining; can filled to one inch of top 
when drained. Prepared from medium sized 
white corn, and to contain not more than 

5 per cent of black tips. 
No. 3 Fancy—Minimum wt. after draining, 22 0z.; contents 
44-inch from top of can; 2 per cent black tips; pre- 

pared from selected white corn. 


CONDENSED MILK Standard—Law as passed by U. S. Govern- 

ment. Also the State of Illinois. 

Law provides that condensed and evaporated milk shall 

contain not less than 28 per cent of milk solids and 7.7 per cent 
of milk fat.
